NO SETBACK LIKELY

ADMITTED SURRENDER OF 
TREATY & RIGHTS © 


It is reliably reported that « Com- 
mission appolnied by the Nationalist 
Government is at present »drafthig 
regulations and lawa which are to 
govern the activitics of Insurance 
companizs in China. Already forelgn 
(nsurance companies functioning in 
Kwangtung and Shameen have arriv- 
ed ot an ‘agieement wheroby they 
have agreed to pay certain sums of 
money tq the Provincial Government 
of Kwangtung for the privjlege of 
insuring property and have also 
covenanted to register themselves 
and file a guarantee bond to the 
value of $50,000 with the Chinese Gov- 
ernment authorities, | 

The “N. GC. Daily. Nows” says such 
Q surrender was_gnot made without 
reference to ConaWfiar't officials who, 
while adm'tting ‘that -sugh an agree- 
ment was contrary. to troaty, have 
signified no int>ntfon of taking a 
atand against what is" undoubtedly 
an illegal undertaking on tho part 
of both parties, as it is not donied 
that a waiver of treaty rights is in- 
volved, 

As was aptly put» by one inaur- 
ance man in Shanghai, the contem- 
plated action of the Chinese Govern- 
ment is merely the middle of the 
wedge, as the thin end has already 
been inserthd.. 

An Unofitcial Arrangement 

. The negotiation preceding the 
agreement between the insurance 
companies inthe south ond tho exist- 
ing Gov-rnment occunied almost a 
year and what {3 described as an 
“unofficial orrengement” has been 
arrived at between, the Provinc'al 
Government of Kwangtung and the 
forcign insurance companies operat- 
ing in Kwanetung and Shameen. 

It will be remembered that in Oc- 
tober Invt the Department of Fin- 
ance of the Provincial Governmont 
of. Kwargtung suddenly sprung on 
all insurance companies operating 
in the province a sot of 44 -regula- 
tions, in whieh they demanded in- 
stant registretion of all the com- 
nanies agree'ng to bind themsolves 
to these regulations, 

Some of the conditions set forth 
in these regulations were quite im- 
practicable and would not have been 
accented by. any’ companios, 

After a time negotiations began 
between the F're Insurance Associa- 
tlon of Hong Kong and the Marino 
Insurance Assocation of Hong Kong 
and Canton and the representatives of 
the local Government, At first, it 
was extremely difficu’t to bring "the 
Governmen: representatives to 802 
the point'of view of tha companios 
and to make them realise that the 
torms they wanted ta impose would 
only have the effect of driving al! 
resnonsible companies out of the pro: 
vince,

Standard Benefit 


The financial organization of un 
employment insurance was based 
on actuarial calculations of ah 
average monthly figure of 800,000 
claimants to standard benefit, and, 
in addition, financial stability was 
to be ensured by the building up 
and maintenance of a reserve fund 
(Notatock) sufficient to pay benefit 
to 600,000 unemployed persons for 
a period of three months: It was 
anticipated that the - necessary 
fun to meet all requirements 
could be derived from a maximum 
contribution rate of 8 per cent. of 
the workers’ wages, half paid by 
the employers and half by. the 
workers. ‘These expectations havo 
not, however, been reallzed, and the 
operation of the factors mentioned 
above (in particular, the severity of 
the winter of 1928-29, when’ the 
number of inauredi persons in re- 
ceipt of unemployment benefit rose 
in February to over 2% millions) 
has resulted in a serious deficlt in 
the budgat oithe Federal Employ 
ment Board, the authority charged 
with the autonomous administra:

Federal’ Atsistance 

As a reault of this, the Federal 
Government, as provided under they 
Unemployment Insurance Act, hu-

These Ioana had, at March $1, 1929, 
amounted to approximately 250 mil. 
lion marka;\but: they reached a 
total of about 350 million marks 
before the ‘current expenditure of 
the Board’sank to the leve! of cur- 
rent income.

expected burden thrown on the 
national ‘exchequer, and the 
realization that, even apart trom 
the question of the repayment of 
any part of the loan, ‘the Board 
would be unable to accumulate 
‘Sulcient funds during the summer 
months to meet the anticipated we, 
employment during the forthcoming 
winter’ months, have occasioned 
widespread criticism of the scheme; 
and, in view of the seriousness of 
the financial situation,. amending 
legislation is in active course of 
preparation. ; 

It waa early racngnized that the 
financial stability of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Scheme’ was serl- 
ously prejudiced by the large 
portion among the recipients of 
benefit of insured persons in oc- 
cupations subject to re-current 
seasonal unemployment, os distinct 
from those occupations'‘in which 
the degree of activity was primarily 
determined. by fluctuations in the 
general economic situation. Such 
contributors constituted an ungatis. 
factory.risk in the respect that their 
unemployment at re-current, inter- 
vals was to'be'anticipated, and that 
ih ‘general they,’ represented: a 
liability on the fnsurance funds, 

: Seasonal Benefit ‘. 

It was with a:view to meeting 
this situation that ‘provision . waa 
made'hy the Act of December 24, 
1928, for a special system of bene-

houses the passengers and crew and 
‘is detached from the deck when the 
ship is under wator, when it imme.

The news that the local Banks 
have agreed to the re-establish- 
ment of the currency of the 
Colony on a silver basis seems a 
natural sequence to the-sudden 
drop of the dollar a few days ago 
to one, shilling and ninepence, ‘- 
: I¢ may be within the recollec-, 
‘tion of some readers: that in 
1897, in connection with a move- 
ment then made in Singapore for 
fixity of exchangd, the Singa- 
pore Chamber of Commerce ad- 
dresed the Hong Kong Chamber 
with the object of ascertaining 
its-views' on that question, and 
enquiring if any action in the 
same direction was contemplated 
by the Colony of Hong Kong, 
“The reply received. was in 
effect, that situated as Hong 
Kong is on the borders of the 


‘greatest ‘silver using country .in 


view of all the: circumstances |- 


which have transpired of recent 
years, it is advisable'to alter pre- 
vious views, or to ‘adhere to 
them, .

The year 1879 eaw the institu- 
tion of the Meadow Club, Edin- 
burgh. It was formed by a num- 
ber of players who camé from tho 
first green. which was laid at the 
base of the Scott Monument, in 
East Princes Street Gardons.
